In Basketball as in Football, though not to the same degree, has S. H.S. had its most successful season. With a score of 16 games 
won out of 23 played and a total of 787 points against their opponents’ 422, a record has been established which outclasses even that of 
last year’s veteran team. The schedule this year has been most severe, and one that called for continuous and determined work on the 
part of the team, but one which they did not falter to meet, and battle with for victory. Team work, as in other sports, has been the 
main factor in their success, and the use of combination plays has many times won a game, where individual work would have failed. 
But there is always a higher notch to achieve, and, though a victorious aggregation, this year’s team was not perfect. There seemed to be 
a feeling of nervousness and bewilderment among the players when on an unfamiliar floor and sometimes a game was dropped which 
was within the possibilities of a victory.

Captain Cunliffe led his team in scoring with a record of 116 field goals and 41 fouls out of 
23 games played; Messer was a close second with 100 field goals and 27 fouls, and Scott third with 72 goals and 2 fouls, in the same 
number of games. The other players were much farther behind, Chisholm getting 27 goals and no fouls in 23 games, Billings 21 goals 
in 11 games, Nash 13 goals in 11 games, Mather 10 in 6 games, and Tifft not scoring at all in the 3 games in which he played.

Perhaps this account should begin with the clause, ‘‘ Sacred to the Memory of. At any rate the baseball team seems to be 
dead and almost buried under a heap of defeats.
